PREHISTORIC RACES. 

Mummies of a Race Older Than tho Cliff Dwel- 
lers Discovered in Southeastern Utah. 

Salt Lake, Utah, April 25.— CharlcB A. 
Lang, an explorer from Pittsburg, and Rob- 
ert Allen and J. P. Neileon, of San Juan 
county, Utah, havo arrived in this city with 
seven well-preserved mummies, discovered 
by them beneath the ruins of cliff dwellora' 
houses in Southeastern Utah. TMb is tho 
most important discovery of prehistoric re- 
mains ever mado in that wild and iuaccedsi- 
ble region. These mummies are in an extra- 
ordinary state of preservation, which is ac- 
counted for by the ontiro absence of moisture 
from tho atmosphere and earth in that dis- 
trict. Among the collection is a mule of giant 
stature, two females and two beys. They 
are not bodies of the cliff dwellers, but 
Bomo race who lived beforo them, bb they 
wero found beneath tho ruins of the cliff 
dwellers' habitations, and their hair is red- 
dish inBtead of black, as with tho cliff 
dwellers. Besides, the skulls are shaped 
like the Caucasian, instead of flattened at 
the buck, liko the skulls of tho cliff dwell- 
ers. The bodies were covered with a very 
curious matting or blanket of wool and 
feathers, then packed around with cedar 
bark. With them were found evidences of 
the existence of hundreds of turkeys. So 
woll preserved uro tho bodies that it could 
be told that one boy met a violent death. 
The moustache is still on tho fuco of the 
giant, and the course of a voin may be 
traced in tho arm of tho woman. Local 
BcientiBta are greatly interested, and all 
agree that they are tho bodies of a race 
antedating tho cliff dwellers.

"HANGING" A JURY. 

How An Attempt to Cheat .lustlco In tho Inter- 
est of a Bank Wrecker Was Foiled. 

Indianapolis, April 25 —The trial of 
Frank and Percival Coffin and A. S. Reed, of 
tho IndiaDapolis Cabinet Co., for aiding T. P. 
Haughoy, presidont of tho Indianapolis 
bank, in wrecking that institution, endod 
abruptly this afternoon when tho judge an- 
nounced that Juror Alvin Arnstrong, of 
Lawrence county, had been guilty of con- 
spiracy and corruption aguinst the govern- 
ment by attempting to enter into a compact 
with tho defendants to "hang" the jury for a 
consideration of $5, 000. The juror was arrested 
as ho sat in tho box, tho jury was discharged 
and tho court adjourned until next Tuesday. 
Armstrong, who ia a farmor, agreed with hi8 
neighbor, Frank O. Stannard, of Lawrence 
county, to "hang" tho jury, and Stannard 
opened negotiations with Coffin's attorneys, 
asking $5,000 for Armstrong's work. A 
contract was drawn up. The attorneys then 
gave tho whole thing away to the judge, 
turning over the contraot. Stannard was 
a dologate in the Republican State 
convention. Ho is of tho firm of 
Stannard Bros , extensive stock-raisers of 
Lawrence county, president of tho Big Six 
Fair Association and secretary of tho Bed- 
ford Fair and Trotting Association. He is 
also administrator of a big estate.

NOT A PRIVILEGED QUESTION. 

Members of Congress Anxious to Ventilate 
Their Grievance Arising Out of 
Salary Deductions. 

Washington, April 26. --Tho first reply 
to the circular isBued by Sergoant-at Arms 
Snow in pursuance of tho action of the 
Democratic caucus, announcing hiB purpose 
to enforce the law of 1S50, requiring him to 
deduct from members' Balarioa for their 
absence, except for Bicknone, waa heard in 
the Houbo to-day.

NICOLA VALLEY RAILWAY. 

Construction Work to Bo Begun Shortly— An 
Immense Coal Field to Bo Mado 
Accessible. 

Tho Nicola Valley Railway Company ex- 
pect in a short time to commence tho con- 
struction of thoir road from the main lino of 
the C. P. R. near Spenco's Bridgo to the 
valuable coal lands some forty miles distant, 
and thenco to|Nicola Lake, about six miles 
further on. The company some two years 
ago secured from fifteen to twenty square 
miles of coal lands, and subsequently ob- 
tained a chartor for the railway. Tho coal 
is bituminous and ia of tho beat quality, the 
coke produced from it being equal to tho 
beat Cornelia villo, Pa., product. Tho quan- 
tity of coal obtainable ia immense — equal, it 
ia beliovod, to a daily output of a thousand 
tons for from 00 to 100 years. Analysis 
shows that 00 to 70 per cent, of it is pure 
carbon, with a very amall percentage of aah. 
Iron oro aseaying 80 per cent, of pure iron 
is obtainable within throo or four miles. 
Tho company, which are composed of Van- 
couver and Victoria capitalists, expect to 
start work soon, and only await the report 
of a coal expert appointed by President Van 
Home to make an investigation of tho dis- 
triot. Ab already announced, tho turning 
of tho first sod took placo on the 18th inst., 
on which occasion interesting and encourag- 
ing addresses wero delivered by President 
Dr. Lcfovro, Mayor Anderson of Voncouvor 
and others, all of whom expressed groat 
confidence in tho success of both, tho railway 
and coal mining enterprises. 



Important Egyptian Dincovcrles. 
London, April 20. — Prof. Gorgan, who 
haB boon excavating in Egypt for some timo 
past, has mado a fresh and important dis- 
covery. A few weokaago tho Professor discov- 
ered tho romaius of a supposed King of 
Egypt, and now it is announced hia explor- 
ations at the foot of tho brick pyramid of 
Dasliour have lod to tho discovery of tho 
fourth dynasty King, MoruB Ratouab. In 
addition, tho excavator found an ebony 
statuo and some gold plateB, etc The ex- 
plorations will be continued.

Lord Rosebery, who is an ardent imperial 
federal ionist, would no doubt enthnaiastio- 
ally adviao u visit which would bo calculated 
to do something to remind the British peo- 
ple of Groat Britain that thoy are all sub- 
jects of ono sovereign. 



THE QUEEN'S CUP. 

Tankervllle Chamberlain, II. P., Offers Induce- 
ments to American Yachts to Cross 
the Atlantic. 

Mr. Tankervillo Chamberlain, m> mber of 
Parliament from Southampton, tud honor- 
ary lieutenant in tho Naval reserve, has 
offered for competition in English waters 
the Queon'a Cup won by the Arrow in 1S51. 
It is understood that this oil'er is mado 
i^pecially with the view of inducing ono or 
more American yachts to race in English 
wateiB. 

It is further announced that the Princo of 
Wales has decidod to race his cutter Britan- 
nia thia season agaiust all comers. 

Tho Queen's Cup was ono which tho yacht 
America waa not allowed to compete for in 
1851, aa tho race waa only open to boats be- 
longing to the Royal yacht squadron. Tho 
cutter Arrow, winner of the cup, was owned 
by Tankervillo Chamberlain, father of the 
preaont member of Parliament, and sho was 
among tho yachts afterwards boaten by tho 
America in the race for tho 100-guinea cup, 
offered by the Royal yacht Equudron, which 
is now known as tho America's Cup. When 
tho America waa Bold to Lord Do Blaquioro 
tho Arrow defeated hor in a raco around tho 
l8!o of Wight on July 22, 1852, tho Ameri- 
ca'a Engliah skipper not knowing how to 
handle hor. 

Mr. Chamberlain, by the way, offered tho 
Quoen's Cop for competition in 1880, after 
tho Bloop Mayflower had beaten the Qonesta 
out of sight in the cup ruces hero. Capt. 
Arthur Clark was engaged by the ownera of 
tho Mayflower and overy arrangement was 
made to aodd her across to raoo for the cup, 
when Mr. Chamborlain suddenly withdrew 
his offor. It was aaid at that timo that Mr. 
Chamberlain's mother objected to hia offer- 
ing tho cup for competition.

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, April 20.— Addi- 
tional information haa been recoivod which 
goes to show that tho attempt of Kennedy 
and McCabe to escape from the peniten- 
tiary on Monday was only part of a well 
arranged plot to liberate tho whole of one 
gang of convicts numbering about 10. 
When Kennedy dng up his rifle and 
handed it to MoCabo he resumed 
digging hoping to find another 
rifle. There were no more, however, and 
with McCabe ahot and himself covered by 
Guard Burr's revolver, Kennedy could do 
nothing but surrender. Ho afterwards ad- 
mitted that bo "xpeoced to find four stands 
of arms instead of a single weapon placed 
thore by his confederates on tho outside. 
Had Kennedy not been disappointed in this 
matter or had tho rifla in McCuhe'a hands 
not missed fire tho plot must have been sue- 
ceBeful. 

Tho cannerymcn say that when the addi- 
tion to D. J. Munn & Co.'s Sea Island can- 
nery ia completed it will bo tho largest in 
the Province. Tho Richmond cannery, J. 
H. Todd & Son proprietors, is undergoing 
repairs and receiving new machinery. The 
new cannery at Garry Point will be fin- 
ished in ample time for tho aockeye pack. 
Preparations for the packing season are be- 
ing made at all the canneries on tho river. 

Tho court of revision on the assessment 
roll sits on Monday next. Thero aro about 
200 oppeala. Very probably 150 are on tho 
ground of over-assessment. Tho difficulty 
of establishing the cash valuo of real estate 
at present will make the proceedings of the 
court more than usually interesting. It ia 
probable that if all the appeala aro followed 
up the court will be sitting almost every 
day next week. 

F. S. Roper, Provincial Inspector of con- 
tagious disoaaes in cattle, has returnod from 
an official visit to tho Chilliwack district. 
Mr. Roper reports having mado a very 
careful inspection of tho stock in Chilli- 
wack and finding but ono case of disease. 
This was a horse atllicted with glanders. 
The animal was killed and buried seven feet 
deep. 

Mr. Aldridgo, Aldergrove, had hia houBO 
burned to the ground and almoat every- 
thing lost on Tuesday morning, leaving 
himself, hia wifo and five children home- 
leas. The firo started about 3:20 o'olook in 
tho morning from Borne cauBo unknown. 

The trial made at Yale thia weuk by Bell 
& McCaatle'a gold dredger fully realized tho 
highest expectations of the prospectors. 
Working in twelve feet of water gold gravel 
was pumped up from tho bed of tho river 
which yielded 19} ounces of gold in a thirty- 
six hours' run. Stones weighing twenty- 
fivo and thirty pounds arc brought up by 
the pump, and tho whole machinery works 
perfeotly. Thia trial enaurea tho succeaa of 
operating gold dredgora on river bottoms in 
British Columbia.

Nanaimo, April 26.— Mr. S. M. Robins 
has announced hia intention of commencing 
the work immediately of converting tho 
swamp into firat-olaas athlotio grounds, suit: 
able for all kinds of Bporta. Cinder trackB 
for foot ond bicycle racos will be laid down. 
Tho awamp will bo enlarged and when tho 
work is comploted will be ono of tho finest 
athlotio grounds in tho Provinco.

FIREARMS IN THE LORDS. 

Lord Stanley Advocates a BUI to ItCBtrlct 
Tholr Sale— A Dramatic Scene. 

London, April 26.— Last night tho House 
of Lords was suddenly amazed by tho spec- 
tacle of a noble peer standing with pistol 
lovellod at the head of Lord Salisbury. Tho 
dramatic situation was the climax to a 
queer speech by Lord Stanley, who was ad- 
vocating a bill to restrict the sale of fire- 
arms. Mo dealer was to soil a pistol oxcept 
to a holdor of a gamo liconso, and married 
women wore to bo barred from having a 
license under any conditions, husbands 
being outside the definition of fair game 
within tho meaning of tho bill. 
As Lord Stanloy gravely explained this 
provision tho houao roared with laughter 
and thero was not a dry eye on either tho 
ministerial or opposition side. The boauty 
of tho situation wa3 that ho waa in sober 
earnest throughout. Ho produced two 
small boys us dreadful oxamplea of tho pres- 
ent laxity. Ono of the boys had recently 
shot tho other seriously. Then Lord Stanloy 
prodncod deadly weapons from various 
pockots. Finally a murmur of surprise caused 
Lord Salisbury to look up from a lettor he 
was writing. Ho found himself confronting 
the barrol of a pistol. Tbo leader of the 
oppoaition shrank back and exclaimed hur- 
riedly to tho speakor. "Keep tho point 
downward." Lord Stanloy obligingly low- 
ered tho weapon and handed it to tho primo 
minister. 



COXEY'S MOVEMENT. 

It Furnishes a Theme for Many and Varied 
Editorials. 

London, April 20.— Tho Coxey movement 
in tho United States ia attracting conaider- 
ublo attention both in thia country and on 
the continent, and ia furniahing a fruitful 
theme for editorial writere of tho loading 
papers. Tho organs of tho trades unions 
and labor organiz itione in general aro pub 
liBhing long reports of the movemonts of tho 
different " armies," and are inclined at long 
range to regard tho commonweal movement 
as the beginning of tho social emanci- 
pation of tho toilers in too States. 
The fact that the movements of tho armies 
havo not beon checked by the authorities is 
also tho source of considerable surpriso and 
commout. In this country Buch a demons- 
tration would have been impossible both 
under tho general laws and tho various 
county regulations governing assemblages 
and demonatrations, and were a common- 
weal to start out from any of tho large Eng- 
lish centres of population bound for Uondon 
with the same object in viow aa these popu- 
larly ascribed to Coxoy, tho chances aro 
that the ringleaders would havo beon ar- 
rested for treason by tho time their firat 
halting place wa8 reached. 



NO RltiflT TO INTERFERE. 

New Zealand Bus No IUsht to Interfere In 
ISainoa, Whose Affairs are in 
German Hands. 

Berlin, April 26.— The North German 
Gazette, in an inspired article regarding tho 
annexation of Samoa to Now Zealand, says 
the latter country has no right to interfcro 
in the administration of Samoan affaira. 
The three treaty powers interested aro per- 
fectly competent, it says, to arrange matters 
with duo regard to tho interesta of Samoa. 
The commercial interests of Samoa aro 
almoat exclusively in German handB, and no 
amount of agitation on the part of Eogliah 
colonies can alter that fact. 



Coal for Hie Fleet. 

FAIRHAVEN, April 26.— PresidcDt Black, 
of tho Board of Trade, has recoivod a tele- 
gram from Senator Squire, confirming tho 
report that all the vessels of the Behring 
Sea fleet have been ordered to take suffi- 
cient coal at Bellingham bay to reach 
Unahska, whither a supply of Comox, B. C, 
coal baa been sent for the use of tho vessels 
when on patrol duty, Tho aecrotary of tho 
Blue Canyon company wired from Seattlo 
that ho had secured the contract for coaling 
all tho veseels, but President Larrabee, of 
the Fairhaven company, says ho haB no 
knowledgo that the order received by hia 
company haa been revoked, and can con- 
ceive no roaaon why it should bo, although 
ho believes the prico ho quoted ia somewhat 
higher than that, quotod by tho Blue Can- 
yon. He has been requested to havo 100 
tona ready for tho Yorktown Friday, and ho 
still expects to furniah about 1,000 tona in 
all.

MOWAT ON' CUMULATIVE VOTING. 

Toronto Tolegram : A deputation repre- 
senting tho Trades and Labor Council wait- 
ed upon tho Ontario Government laht night 
and were received by Sir Oliver Mowat and 
Messrs. Hardy, Giboon, Drydeu, and Uroa- 
Bon. President Walter ISuruill of the Coun- 
cil was tho first speaker and urged tho adop- 
tion in Toronto of tho cumulative system of 
voting iu tho coming elections. Statistics 
were also given to show that if Toronto was 
represented according to population it would 
be entitled to eight members instead of four. 
Tho Premier replied at some length, and 
said that while the arguments wero forcible 
and certainly worthy of consideration, he 
did not think that there was at present any 
popular demand for the change which was 
advocated, nothing certainly to justify tho 
Government in putting the proposed sys- 
tem into operation. 

A COMPARISON OK DUTIES. 

St. John Sun : It, has been stated that 
the Canadian tariff in force beforo the 
recent reductions was lower than tho pro- 
posed United States tariff under the Wilson 
bill. The Wilson bill as it now stands pro- 
vides for dutiable goods of the various 
classes the following rate, the percentage 
in tho case of specifio duties is computed on 
last year's prices : Chemicals, oils and 
paints, 25 per cent.; earth, earthenware, 
glasaw»re, 37; metals and manufactures of, 
34; wood and manufactures of, 2.'t; eugar, 
35; tobacco, 91; agricultural products and 
provisions, 22; Bpirits, wines and other 
beveruges, 59; cotton manufactures, 38; 
flax, hemp and manufactures of, 30; wool 
and manufactures of, , 35; silk and silk 
goods, 44; pulp, papers and books, 20; 
sundries, 21; uneuumerated, 19 The gen- 
oral average on all dutiable goods under the 
Senate bill is over 34 per cent. Tho aver- 
age Canadian tariff on all dutiablo goods 
coming into the country in 1S92 was 29 per 
cent. Under the McKinley hill tho average 
rate on dutiable goods going into the 
United States was 49i per cent. 

TIHED OF LIBERALISM* 

A Montreal despatch to tho Toronto Em- 
pire says : A gentleman juBt arrived from 
Quebec is authority for the statement that 
ex-Mayor Fremont, M.P. for Quebec ctutre, 
will give the Government moro than one im- 
portant vote before the closing session. Mr.

St. Paul, April 2G. — Dispatohcs received 
hero early this morning state that tho Butte 
contingent of Coxey'a army was oaptured ut 
Forsythe, Mont., at 10:30 o'clock on Wed- 
nesday night. No blood was shed, tho mon 
submitting to arrest very quietly. Tho suc- 
cessful termination of tho affair was duo to 
a very clovor manoeuvre on the part of Col. 
Pago, who, on learning that the industrial 
train waa delayod by lack of water, secured 
a Bpooial train and took them by surprise. 

Tacoma, April 26. — A spocial to tho 
Ledger from Allen C. Mason, who .vas at 
Billinga Wednesday morning on tho west- 
bound train, says : About ono o'clock this 
morning the Coxey contingent from Butte, 
GOO strong, wearing tri-colored budges, 
rolled into Billings on sixteen freight cars, 
loaded on top and inside, and with lliga Hy- 
ing, followed closely by a train containing 
United States marshals, The west bound 
passenger train wbb laid out thirteen hours, 
fearing to run up against them, and for 
safety went on a Bidetrack half a mile bdlow 
town, tho Coxey train apparently having its 
own way. At Columbia the railway officials 
had obatructed tho track ut night, but tho 
Coxoyites removed tho obstructions, pulled 
through and replaced them. 

On arriving at Billinga Leader Cunning- 
ham, from the top of a rear car, addressed a 
large crowd collected. About fifteen do- 
puty marshals marched past under arms to 
capture tho engine. Tho crowd surged for- 
ward and around tho marshals, whilo the 
Coxeyitee from their troin guyed tho mar- 
shale, warning them to commit no violence. 
Tho engineer, though under cover of rifles, 
refused to leave tho cab, when ten or a 
dozen riilo shots rang out. Tho Coxeyites 
charged and wrested moat of the guna from 
tho marshals, who retreated under tho pro- 
tection of their revolvers, firing occasion- 
ally. 

" Kill them," " hang thorn," shouted the 
Coxeyites, who saw ono of their crown on 
top of the train, with blood streaming 
from a wound in the forehead. Severul de- 
puties ran, followed by tho crowd hurling 
stones and hitting several of tho deputies, 
who were driven buck to tho train, narrowly 
eEcaping a violent death. The Coxeyites 
smashed tho captured rilles in pieces over 
the ruilroud rails. The action of tho mar- 
shals in shooting on the miscellaneoua crowd 
is foverely condemned ua foolhardy. Ono 
itizen was shot through the lungs, but will 
ocovor. Ono man was shot through tho vest, 
over the heart, having a narrow eacapo. 

TERRB Haute. Ind , April 20. — Tho con- 
tingent of Co.ev'a army under command of 
Gun " Louis C. Frye, spent last night near 
ere, using the railroad company's fences 
and ties for fuol. Ooo train was side-tracked 
to prevent the Conimonwealers securing it. 
VVh-n thotrains were Htartcd in tho afternoon 
the 300 soldiers made a rush for a fieight 
und captured it. The engineer was told 
that the iudustriuls hud railroad men in 
their ranks and that if ho refused to start 
this train, ho would bo put off and ono of 
their men would take the throttle. The 
trainmen were unable to prevent thorn rid- 
ing as the industrials wero determined and 
any resistance would havo resulted in 
bloodshed. Bvozil being in tho heart of tho 
Indiana coal district, and, as hundreda of 
miners are now out on striko, there may be 
serious trouble, aa the miners will, on ac- 
count of being residents, claim tho charity 
of the people, cf the city in preference to the 
industrials. 

Washington, April 26. — A new impedi- 
ment to the Coxey demonstration in Wash- 
ington on May 1 has appeared in tho por- 
son of Dr. Hammttt, tho health o.'Iicer of 
tho district of Columbia, He will meet the 
commonweal army at tho district lino, and 
if he finds any sickness among them that io 
likely to breed infectious or contagious dis- 
oaso he will pluco the entire force in quurun- 
tine. 

Forsythe, Mont., April 26, 2 a.m.— Tho 
strong arm of tho law seized tho Montana 
army of tho commonweal. Tho army 600 
Btroog come in from tho west at 10 45 and 
its leaders stated that they would romuin at 
Forsythe until morning. At 11.30, how- 
ever, un engineor went to the round house 
and deliberately proceedod to take out a 
freah engine to preparo for tho trip east- 
ward. In tho meuntimo Col, Page, of Fort 
Keogh, secured a special train and was 
thundering down tho road to meot the train- 
stealing contingent. He came into For- 
sythe shortly after midnight and found the 
laigo party of the Coxey army asleep in box 
cars. The surprise was cornpleto and the 
Crxeyitea gave up without a struggle. 
Troop.3 left most of tho mon aboard the train 
and burrounded it. Nothing definite is 
known as to the disposition of tho common- 
wealors, but it ia supposed that eight or ten 
of tho leadora will bo taken back to morrow 
to Butto and tho others Bet at liberty.

THE SEALERS WARNED. 

A British Bhip-of-war has been aent to the 
Northern Pacific to warn British sealers 
that tho oloao season has commenced, and 
to inform them of the proviBiona of tho law 
passed by tho Imperial Parliament to give 
effeot to tho award of the Arbitrators. It 
is not to bo supposed that this warning is to 
be a sham, and that if unwarned vessels aro 
met with aftor the 1st of May, thoy will be 
seizsd instead of being warned. We will 
wait to aeo this aot of gross injustioo done 
before we believe that it is contemplated. 

We cannot i-ee what good can re- 
sult from representing matters with 
respect to tho modo of doaling 
with British sealera in tho worst 
possible light. Wo wero told on Wednes- 
day by the Times that " no man-of-war is 
to be sent North to convoy warning to tho 
sealers that the Paris regulations will be 
enforced on May 1." A very few hours 
after this appeared word came from Ottawa 
that tho naval oilijer at Eequitnalt had re- 
ceived orders " to send a man-of-war to the 
Northern Pacific immediately to notify 
Canadian Boaling vessels " ; and not twenty 
four hours after the statement that no man 
of-war was to be sent to the Northern Pacific 
was made the Pheasant was on her way to 
those waters. As our contemporary was 
mistaken in the announcement which it so 
confidently mado on Wednesday, iB it not 
possible that it may bo quite as far 
in error with respect to tho way 
ip which sealora that it will be 
found impossible to warn before that date 
will be treated ? No ono knows what ordera 
tho officer commanding tho Pheasant has 
received. It is ono thing to Bay that BealorB 
found within the specified limits are liable 
to seizuro after tho 1st of May, und quite 
another thing to declare that they will 
be seized. It is not poasiblo to warn all tho 
sealora before tho 1st of May, and we aro 
quito sure that tho British Government 
doos notex^ect either tho Commander of tho 
man-of-war or the unwarned soalora to do 
what is impossible. The very fact that tho 
PhoaBaut was sent to sea so near the end of 
tho open season is presumptive evidenco of 
the strongest kind that it is not ^intondod, 
with respect to veaaela that hove not been 
warned and that cannot bo warned, to put 
a rigid interpretation on tho now law. 



MOROSE AND VITUPERATIVE. 

The NowB-Advor'tiaer is ao elated ovor tho 
succesa which it has predicted that it at- 
tacks with tho groatoat bittornosa ita politi- 
cal opponents. The Premier is denounced 
in the moat ajrimonioua terms, and it, 
without any unusual provocation, falls foul 
of tho Government press. Thia iB a singular 
course to pursue on tho eve of a glorious 
victory. The euro prospoct of Bucooas puta 
most moo in a good humor, and causes thorn 
to feol kindly to all tho world. Thoy are 
diapoaod to bo generous in their day of 
triumph and to Bpoak mildly of ovon their 
moat enorgotio opponents. But this is not 
tho oaBO with our Vancouver morning con- 
temporary. It aeoma to havo becomo 
soured by the prospoot of proBpority, and tho 
near approaoh of victory has added 
to ita malignity. The Nows-Advortiaor 
has, wo muat confeas, disappointed ub. Wo 



thought that it would bo mollowed by sue- 
cbsb and not spoiled, and that in ita day of 
triumph it would be magnanimous and 
merciful and not ungenerous and vindictive, 
We regret that wo havo been mistaken. It 
is nob pleasant to Bee men fall below tho 
eatimato one has formed of them. 

We cannot say that wo havo been hurt 
by the News-Advortisor'a denuuoiation of 
the part of the proes that Bupports the Gov- 
ernment. We foci euro that our contem- 
porary did not mean what it said. Its de- 
nunciation of its confreres, like its boast of 
what the Opposition are going to do on eleo. 
Hon day, waa written simply for effect. It 
ia more sound and fury signifying 
nothing, and we take it for what 
it is worth. But our contemporary tho 
World does not feel inoliued to pasB ovor 
the Newa-Advortiser'a abuse of tho proas 
with quiet, good-natured contempt. • It is 
indignant, and strikes back. It apeaka of 
tho NewB-Advertiser and ita editor and pro- 
prietor in languigo which cannot bo over- 
looked. If what tho World Bays and aug- 
geats is true, the editor of tho News-Adver- 
tiser ia guilty of a pieco of insolent presump- 
tion when he places himself on a moral level 
with houost men of any profession; if what 
it saya ia untrue, we cannot see how tho edi- 
tor of the News-Advertiser can, in justice to 
himself, avoid culling the publishers of tho 
World to account before a oourt of justice. 
No journalist oan be justified in saying what 
tho World Bays about Mr. Cotton, unless he 
haa tho proof of tho truth ol what ho statos 
under hia hand, and no man occupying a to- 
apeotftble position can afford to havo such 
tilings Boid about him aa tho World publiahos 
about thi! editor of tho Nowa-Advertiaor, 
without taking atcpa to provo to the world 
that they are faho and libollous. 



denoe and trust in the statements which ono 
giveB to tho other. 

It is evident that Lord Shand is endowed 
with a good ahare of sound, practical, com- 
mon sense. If men who do not agreo oh a 
certain matter meet with a disposition to 
give and take as far »B ia reasonable, and if 
they have perfect confidence that neither 
wiahea or intends to tako an unfair advan- 
tage of tho other, the ohances are, in faot 
tho certainty 1b, that if an amicable agree- 
ment ia wi'hin tho bounds of possibility, 
they will, beforo very long, arrive at auoh 
an agreoment. Men who feel well towards 
each othor and who believe in each other do 
not require a compulsory law to aottlo any 
differences that may arise between thorn. 
Without this confidence and thia good un- 
derstanding it is nearly, if not quite, impos- 
sible to arrive at a friendly settlement, no 
matter what may be tho naturo of tho law. 



A BO UT CONCILIA TION. 

Labor legislation appoars to bo exceed- 
ingly difficult in Great Britain aa well aa 
everywhere else. Tho genoral opinion 
soems to be that labor disputes must be sot- 
tied amicably if thoy are tottled at all. 
Tho introduction of the element of compul- 
sion is reBented by both parties to the dis- 
pute; and nuturally so. Free men cannot bo 
compelled to work for less than they con- 
aider fair wagea or on any othor than they 
regard as reasonable conditiona. Neither ia 
it possible to compel omployers to pay more 
as wagea than they believe to be juat, or to 
open their factories and workshops, when, in 
their opinion, their interest requires them to 
bo closed. Thoso who think over the aubjeot 
calmly, will find that in any meaBuro that 
may be framed for tho settlomont of labor 
disputes, thero is no placo for the element of 
oompulaion. This is tho conclusion to which the 
BrltiBh Labor Commission has arrived, and 
it will have to be admitted that the men 
composing that Commission wore woll able 
to arrive at just and reasonable conolu- 
Biona in tho matter, and that they had an 
immense amount of information beforo them 
on which to found an intelligent opinion, 

A bill for tho creation of Boards of Con- 
ciliation for labor disputes haa been intro- 
duced in the British Houso of Commons. It 
appears to bo baaed on tho findings of tho 
Labor Commission. This bill provides that 
tho Board of Trade may invito the parties to 
tho disputo to chooao a Chairman to preBide 
over a meeting in which tho matters" of 
difference are considered. This waa what 
was done in tho case of the coal strike 
laBt year. The miuo-owners and 
tho miners choao Lord Roaebory as a 
chairman or conciliator. Representatives of 
both minora and miue-ownora met under his 
preaidenoy, and in un astonishingly short 
time the difficulty which had caused so much 
trouble and loss was aettlod. The bill pro 
vides that a conciliator or a board of concil- 
iation may be appointed, and provision ia 
made for appointing an arbitrator by the 
Board of Trade. Neither party is under 
tho slightest compulsion. "The author of 
the measure, Mr. Mundolla, describes it as 
a bill to call boards of conciliation into exist 
enco and to aBsist their organization by en 
forcing auoh rulea and methods as had 
proved successful in the past, and to record 
and publish from time to time UBoful decis- 
ions." It eeenia to ua that the law that waa 
enacted by tho Logialature of thia |Prov 
ince laBt wintor reaemblca in man 
ossontial respects Mr. Mundella'H bill. 
Thero does not seem to bo a very clear un 
dorstanding either in Great Britain or the 
Colonies as to what really constitutes " con- 
ciliation." Lird Shand, who was nomin- 
ated by tho Speaker of tho Houso of Co 
mons as Chairman of the Miners' Board 
Conciliation, at its fourth meeting found it 
necessary to explain what, in his opinion, 
" conciliation " really mouns. He prefaced 
hia observations by saying that he regarded 
tho formation of tho hoard aa a very great 
experiment, and that it would bo humiliat- 
ing if tho members should not succood in 
accomplishing their purposo. 

I havo Bometimoa wonderod, ho said, 
whether persons who belong to boards of 
this claps really re&lizo tho meaning 
aod force of this word "conciliation." I 
have aeon, since I was appointed to thia 
board, in the public printa Statements mado 
by the members of tho board, I think pub- 
lioly, that thoy will go so far in the way of 
concession and not ono inch farther ; 
and in glancing ovor the proceedings which 
tho joint secretaries wero good enough to 
«ond mo, I have seen indications also on tho 
part of tho masters that they will go so far 
in tho way of concession and no farther. I 
ask you, if that is to bo the stato of matters, 
why are you horo t Conciliation in my mind 
means concession. Of ono thing I truBt I 
may feol aaaurod, and that is that all tho 
questions which are raised whore matters of 
fact are concerned, the fullest information 
will be frankly and cordially given upon 
both sides, and that you will endeavor to 
show, in as far aa you possibly can, confi- 
dence in each othor and in tho statements 
that each makos to tho othor. I do not aay 
for a moment that if on either aido you have 
the loaat idea that deaeit ia being practised, 
or concealment is being usod, you should not 
resent that and require that there should bo 
an end to that, but I hope thero will be 
noithor ponceulinent nor deceit, but that 
you will bo able to Bhow the utmost confi- 



WHEAT IN ARGENTINA. 

One of the great wheat-producing coun- 
tries of the world is Argentina. The export 
of wheat from that country in 1890 was 
300,000 tons ; in 1893 it had increased to 
1,000,000 tons; and this year it is expected 
that 2.000,000 tons will bo shipped from its 
ports. As it takes a littie over thirty-seven 
bushels ot wheat to make a ton, Argentina 
will Bend to tho markets of the world this 
year, soniowhere about 7-1.000,000 busholB ot 
wheat. 

Argentina is a comparatively new country 
and ita resources are but partially developed. 
There iB a great deal of good land in 
it yet in a wilderness state and a 
great .deal moro which can be made 
productive by irrigation. It is proposed to 
construct great irrigation works in those 
parts of tho country whore the fall of rain 
ia uncertain, which will wonderfully in- 
oreaao ita productive capacity. The soil of 
tho country is naturally rich, and it is 
watered by great rivers. Ita government 
by bad management and blundering and dis- 
honest financing, did their best to ruin tho 
Argentine Republic, but although thoy did 
their utmost to make tho country bankrupt 
thoy wore only ablo to do it temporary in- 
jury. The depreBBion there has been deep 
und it has continued long, but tho pros 
pects arc now becoming brighter, und it is 
hoped that it will soon be moro prosperouG 
than ever it was.

A New System for Aldermanic Elec 
tions— Customs Oilicera aud 
Police for Alaska. 



Toronto's Mayor to Be Boycotted- 
Colouy for Casual Poor— 
Niagara Park. 



St. John, N. B.i "ad on Apiil 1.7 elections 
of mayor and aldermen on the principle 
then first put in oporation in that city of 
the oloctors in all the warda voting for the 
full number of aldermen as well aa for the 
mayor. The aldermanio candidates, how- 
ever, wero nominated as representatives of 
ainglo wardo, with the exception of two 
stylod " aldermen at laroje," but tho con- 
stituency of thoao two, so far ua tho voting 
was concorned, was precisely tho aamo as 
nil tho rest. Tho now system of voting in- 
terfered to a very Blight extent with tho 
election of tho men most popular in the 
warda they were anxious to represent, for 
only two out of tho thirteen wards will be 
nominally represented by men who polled a 
minority of tho votes there, while securing 
majorities in the city as a whole. The 
Sidney ward representative polled 2,313 in 
tho city, against 1,182 for his opponent, 
while in the ward the unsuccessful can- 
didate with 94 votes was 8 aheud of tho 
man oleotod. The voting for the Duff-rin 
ward representative, stood 1,95!) to 1.555 iu 
the city, and 71 to 204 in the ward, wlio.w 
nominal representative thua polled nnly 
ono-third of the voteB cast thero. Thern 
wore only two candidates nominated fur 
oaoh ward, and for tho two position!) of 
"aldermen at largo" thoro wore five can- 
didates. Tho Telegraph Bays : 

Tho oivic elections which woro held yes- 
terday differed iu many importaut respects 
from any that had previously taken placo 
in thiB city. The old system by which 
elections were held of representatives 
of warda by tho votorB of each ward hud 
been entirely done away with, und 
ovory voter had a right to Bay not 
only who should ropresent his own ward but 
who Bhould represent all tho other wards in 
the city. The plan put forward by I ho Tax 
Reduction Association, and adopted by a 
vote of tho citiz-ins, reduced tho number of 
aldermen from 20 to 15 — one to represent 
each of the 13 wards of tho city, nod two 
who aro designated aldermen at large. Tho 
Common Council will, therefore, lierealter, 
be a much smaller body than it has been at 
any period ainco tho city wuh founded, and 
the work devolving on the aldermen aa well 
na their roaponbibility will be increased. 

ALASKAN AFFAIRS. 

An Ottawa despatch to the Toronto Em- 
pire aays, C. H. Hamilton, of Fort Cudahy, 
Alaska, secretary and assisting manager of 
tho North American Transportation and 
Trading Company, waa iu the city to-day in 
tho interests of this organizition. The com- 
pany practically controla all the trade of 
Alaska, and hxa steamers plyinir on tho Yu- 
kon river from its mouth for 1,900 miles into 
tho interior of tho country. Throe hundred 
milea of the river aro supposed to ba iu Canu- 
rinn territory. Mr. Hamilton has 
juat arrived from Washington, where 
ho interviewed the authoritioa there, 
and urged that ateps be taken 
towards placing customs ofliciala ,in the in- 
terior of Alaska, and h'JS secured a promise 
that this will be done. Ho is desirous of 
securing tho placing of customs aud inland 
revenue officers in Canadian tonitory by 
the Dominion Government, and also that a 
detachment of mounted police be sent there 
to enforco order. He left for Chicago to- 
night, where he will havo an interview with 
Gen. Schofield, of the United States army, 
in reference to tho iuternul affairs of Alaska, 
preparatory, it is thought, to tho United 
States placing troops in the country. The 
question which Mr. Hamilton haB 
brought before the Dominion Government 
Is not a new one. From time to time 
tho British Columbia members have repre- 
sented to the Ministry the advisability of 
taking steps towards enforcing law on that 
section of tho Yukon which runs through 
Canadian Boil. Dr. Uompas, bishop of Sel- 
kirk, whose headauarters aro on tho Upper 
Yukon river, recontly wrote a letter to Hon. 
Mr. Daly, in which he strongly urged that 
steps be taken towards preventing traders 
from currying liquor into tho count rv, 
ia working great havoc amongst the lodians 
and rendering fruitloPB the labors of the 
missionaries. Dr. Kompaa sayB that unlesj 
Bomo ateps bo taken with this end in view 
he ia afraid that ho will havo to withdraw 
from I hat district. 

VISITORS TO NIAGARA. 

Toronto Telegr.im: Suot. Wilson, of the 
Queen Victoria Niagara Falls Bark, report; 
that 543,924 people visited tho park in 18911 
which is nn increase of more than double 
tho number of visitors in the previous year 
The receipts at the park from visitors and 
rental of privileges for the year amounted 
to §18,905. Tho expenditure for niaipten 
anco for the park amounted to §10,110. The 
Niagara Falla Bark and River railway com 
pany pays an annual rental of $10,000, and 
tho elevator, refreshment booth, photo 
graphic aud other privileges that produce 
tho income aro held on a leaio for ten yeurs 
at $8,200 a year. Over 150,000 visitors came 
to tho park over tho electric railway, and 
out of the fares collected therefrom tho com 
pany paid the rental. Tho commissioners 
express the believe that all charges for in 
torest on capital account and maintenance 
may aeon bo met from tho revonues of tho 
park. 

toronto'h casual fooh. 
Toronto Star : Tho Houee of Industry, 
at its meeting yesterday, appointed a corn 
mitteo to make enquiries into tho question 
of establishing a labor colony for tho casual 
poor in connection with the Houao of Indus 
try, nnd to report at a meeting of the board 
on September 1. Brincipal MacMurchy 
waa the mover and Canon Cayloy tho 
seconder of the motion. Mr. MacMurchy 
explained that his idea waa to eatablioh a 
largo labor colony for tho purposo of giving 
employment to trampB, They are 
main in tho colony until they aro fitted to 
become citizens. 

BATXOONINC FOR LOST SOUNDS. 
Thomas S. Baldwin, tho aeronaut and 
gymnast, connected with the Ballooning Do 
partment of the Signal Service and War Do 
partmentB, has boon ordered to Boston, 
where he will conduct a aeries of interesting 
and important experiments iu aeronautics. 
VosBela approaching Boston aan ho heard 
through their fog hornB fifteen miles out at 
sea, but when within three miles of Hhoro 
tho sound of tlm fog-horn whistle is nl: 
lutely lost. Tho question is, Where 
does tho sound go ? It ia proposed to inv 
tigato tho upper utmoaphero at a distance of 
3,000 feet iu tho hope of aecortaining whoth- 
or thoBoundB from tho whiatleB und fog-horns 
do not go upward, us Mr. Bildwin boliovea 
audi sounds do A monster balloon will bo 
anchored to u Government vessel, nnd will 
be allowed to uscond to any required diatonco 
by means of a wue cable worked by steam. 
The vessel will cruiso about off B.iston and 



neighboring points to a distance of ten to 
rifteen miles, and aouncU will be mado 
from whistles and fog-hornB. When 
within throe or four miles of shore ic is 
believed that the aeronaut in the balloon c*n 
ascertain whether the found in getting lost 
asecndl. Iu the coil of wiro that ia attach- 
ed to tho balloon is a telephone wire, by 
means of which Baldwin will communicate 
with officials on board tho ship. Major 
I.ivermoro, of the Government service, with 
his stuff, will aoaist tho aeronaut in this 
work, which will poasibly last some months, 
and perhapa a year. 

FLYINU MACHINE IN COURT. 

Toronto Tologram : Perhaps no more in- 
teresting exhibit was ovur tiled in a Toronto 
court than that carried in and spread out 
over Clerk Howard's box. It was a model 
of H. G. T. Glazebrook's flying maohino, 
looking very much like a miniature monitor. 
It consists of a ateamer-liko body, with two 
paddle wheels, an expansive rudder and an 
immense doublo bag over it to be Inflated 
with air uud guB. Tho machinery is simple 
in arrangemont and construction, the wheels 
working independently and mado to revolve 
by aspringwound up like a clock. This Bpring 
ia used only in tho model ; an engino will 
take its placo when tho thing goes through 
the air. It waa brought in for Hta Honor's 
inapection in a euit brought ngainBt Gluzo- 
brook by Thomas Shea, who had a claim of 
$08.50 against tho in vontion for work done 
on this model and material 8uppliod, besides 
time occupied " in thinking it out. " 
ULzobrook said that tho work wub not dono 
well, for the thing wouldn't work after It 
oan e lion Shea's hands. Tho machino stood 
on the do«k, without dying away, for two 
lor.g hours, while tho case was being triod. 
I'heii the judge allowed Shea $20 on hia 
ilaiui. 

BOYCOTTING A MAYOR. 
Toronto Star : At tho meeting of the 
■lotelkeepers several weeks ugo, it was sug- 
jeated that a boyootc ho declared against 
the firm of Sampson, Kennedy k Co., on ac- 
onnr of Mayor Kennedy's refusal to extend 
, welcome to tho delegates. Tho suggestion 
did not take tho form of a resolution, but it 
tns that a general boycott haa been estab- 
lished by tho 47 aaaooiutiona in the I'rovinco, 
In every town where there is an association 
tho hotelkeepora havo gono to the retail 
merchant and informed them that if they 
bought' their goods from Sampson, Kennedy 
& Co. , they would withdraw their trade. 
Further than this tho travellers of tho firm 
have been refused hotel accommodation in a 
great many towns upon tho plea that every 
room ia tho house had been taken, when in- 
vestigation proved that such wua not tho 
case. 

STOCKING ALASKA WITH DEER. 

St. Paul Pioneer Press : Dr. Sheldon 
Jackson, general agent of education in 
Alaska, passed through St. Paul Wednes- 
day en route to join the revenue cutter Bear 
at Fugot Sound. Dr. Jackeou ia under in- 
atruotiona from Waahingtnn to proceed on 
tho Bear to Northeast Siberia for tho pur- 
chaao of additional reindeor to bo added to 
tho hord of 345 ulready established by him 
in Alaska. This ia the beginning of au in- 
duatry that ia hoped will reclaim and make 
of comrmrcial value the groat frozen waters 
of Arctio Alaska, oa well na provide a per- 
manent industry for tho Ebkiino population 
of that region.

Wom- 
en consult the dentist, thu manicure, 
tho hairdresser and the oculist for 1 hi 
preservation or improvement of tin 
teeth, haiv, eyes and hands, and no pood 
reason can bo brought forward t»> prove 
that sho should not takeat leas! eipialh 
Wise care to preserve and improve her 
complex inn. on which : i so considerable 
an extent the \x aeral ap])earaucn de- 
pends. Apiece of iino emliroidory, a 
choice bit of mahogany or a i! 1; afo sat- 
in is tcuthriy cared for and quickly 
loses its beauty if :. "jloctod. Ho with 
tho coinplexii a. 

"Beauty is Imt Kl:i:i deep" is an old 
adage whose f.i!: ity 1: is long sineo been 
proved. "Bi antyis muscle deep" is tho 
now aphorism whoso truth cannot bo 
denied, because when tho muscles of tho 
faco become exhausted and shrink then 
trouble begins. 

A great mistakes made in supposing 
that all cor.>.p!c:;:c:ai are alike and 
shoud receive thj name kind of treat- 
ment. A wise woman finds out tho na- 
turo of her to:::;)!i xi ' a before sho begins 
to improve it. and she begins when sho 
is young to take caroof it just, as sho be- 
gins to take care of her teeth before they 
axo in desperate need of tho dentist's 
manipulation :. To b \ the possessor of a 
good complexion, unless one's natural 
endowment in this particular be un- 
usual, means daily at tention and ration- 
al care, and a.tcr rejuvenating a neg- 
lected one you cannot throw away caro 
of it as you throw away tho empty bot- 
tles. 

Tho Aviso women will discover what 
preparations are best suited to her need 
and will devote a few minutes daily to 
her complexion as willingly as sho 
would to her teeth, finger nails or hair. 
Sho should remembor that tho faco is 
more exposed to the ever changeable cli- 
matic conditions than any other portion 
of the buily and consequently should ro- 
ccivo greater care than any other. 

Many preparations for tho face, excel- 
lent in themselves, should bo condemned 
whep they are not suited to individual 
requirements. Each complexion has its 
strong as well as its weak points, and 
tho samo method of treatment cannot bo 
universally recommended. Tincture of 
benzoin, a much lauded prep'iration, is 
particularly detrimental to many skins, 
especially to mi oily one. Tho familiar 
pr partition of glycerin and rosowater is 
positively harmful in a great majority of 
instances and will undoubtedly mako 
tho skin dry, yellow and leathery. Gly- 
cerin is infinitely better fur internal than 
for external use. Many women say, "I 
never use anything in the naturo of a 
cosmetic on my face, but a littlo prepared 
chalk. ' ' If they tell tho truth, and some 
don't, the inevitable result is a dry, 
shriveled and sallow complexion, with 
tho much dreaded so called "crow's 
feet," 

Faco masks, especially thoso made of 
rubber, aro most deleterious in their ef- 
fects upon the health aud also upon tho 
complexion. Tho faco perspires under 
their influence and becomes so sensitive 
that on exposure to tho outdoor air it is 
often attacked with neuralgia in its most 
distressing form. Tho impurities which 
exude from tho skin while wearing the 
mask are retained on thu rubber for i 
timo and then taken back into tho pores. 

Steaming tho face is a most pernicious 
and dangerous practice. It invites facial 
neuralgia and other moro serious ail- 
ments, robs tho skin of its natural oil, 
which but few can afford to part with, 
and unquestionably shrivels tho skin, 
causing wrinkles to appear. Observe tho 
hands of a washerwoman for a practical 
demonstration of this statement. 

An impatient woman is with difficul- 
ty restrained from overdoing tho matter 
•when sho first begins to caro for her 
complexion. She is inclined to exhaust 
tho muscles of tho faco by working them 
too much. I have seen a woman in tho 
Turkish bath who nibs and rubs and 
rubs her faco with cream, then steams 
and steams it. until tho vitality of mus- 
cular action is threatened, and while it 
is true that a good complexion cannot 
bo acquired on relaxed muscles or im- 
poverished tissues it docs not necessarily 
follow that a good prescription cannot 
bo abused by too generous application. 

Diet and exerciso aro among tho most 
important factors to bo considered in se- 
curing a good complexion. Plenty of 
ripo fruit should bo eaten, particularly 
nn orange or grape fruit a half hour bc- 
foro breakfast. Thero is no bettor way 
to cat them than by squeezing out tho 
juico as you would with a lomon. For 
lunch roast apples, a baked banana, 
stowed prunes, rhubarb or berries of any 
kiud will bo found healthful. Grapes, 
apples, pears and pine apples aro a good 
choico for dinner and can hardly bo eat- 
. on iu too great abundance. 

A brisk walk of as long duration as 
possible, without exhaustion ovory morn- 



ing and afternoon and a 15 minutes' nap 
in tho afternoon aro highly recommend- 
ed. Even if ono cannot sleep in tho day- 
timo tho recumbent position which in- 
duces relaxation and tho briof rest ob- 
tained by closing tho eyes aro very help- 
ful. Tho eyes may further bo rested by 
tho use of a narrow bandago of black 
surah silk of ono thickness placed over 
them aud fastened at tho back by a saf oty 
pin, either at night or during tho aft- 
ernoon nap. By this precaution tho 
changing light is not allowed to affect 
the suscoptiblo organs of vision, and 
{ounder sleep is induced. Tho bandago 
Brill also prove a great relief to aching 
eyeballs, which aro liable to become 
somewhat strained as ono gets older in 
an effort to see clearly. Also in sleep 
ono is apt to dream and frown and 
change tho facial expression so as to in- 
duce wrinkles, and tho surah bandago 
prevents this in a great measure. If tho 
color comes off from tho bandago, it 
may bo lined. 

An endless variety of soaps is to bo 
found in the market, mid even of castilo, 
which wo have been accustomed to con- 
sider reliable in all its forms, thero aro 
now innumerable grades and qualities. 
A sensible woman will exerciso as much 
discretion in tho selection of soaps and 
preparations for her faco as sho would 
in consulting a dentist or nn oculist. 
Soaps should bo carefully made and of 
the best material. A thoroughly well 
mado soap of the finest ingredients can- 
not be sold at a low price. Like every- 
thing else manufactured, quality and 
labor must be considered and paid for. 
Something depends on tho season of tho 
year in which a soap is made, for dur- 
ing tho summer tho fats used are some- 
times rancid, and slcin diseases result 
from tho impurities applied to tho face. 
Scented soaps aro often deleterious, tho 
perfume drying tho oil and producing a 
scaly skin. 

Tho best known soap for tho complex- 
ion and hands is a genuine olive oil soap, 
which is almost odorless, but its faint 
odor is pleasant. It is a difficult matter 
to distinguish this soap from tho castilo 
unless you have them together for com- 
parison. On account of tho high price of 
tho olive oil soap it is not readily found, 
dealers contenting themselves with sell- 
ing tho several grades of castilo -which 
aro apparently so much liko it. Ono 
should be as careful about soaps used on 
tho skin as about diet. With tho olivo 
oil soap and rainwater, which it is quite 
worth wdiilo to tako pains to procure, 
ono need havo no fear of impurities. 

Mine, Patti, the beauty and purity of 
whoso skin aro well known, cares for her 
complexion iu this way: In tho morning 
sho rubs a littlo genuino olivo oil soap 
on a soft cloth moistened in tepid water, 
and upon that sho puts a littlo Patti roso 
cream, in order to counteract the natural 
effect of injury to tho skin from impuri- 
ties in tho water, adding a fow drops of 
faco tonic. Then sho washes her faco as 
any other woman would with a Turkish 
toweling wash rag and puts on a littlo 
powder to complete hor ablution. This 
sho repeats after driving or whenever 
hor faco needs cleansing. At night, 
washing in this samo manner, sho after 
anoints her faco with cream, which re- 
mains on during tho night and causes 
tho impurities of the skin to exude. Sho 
never uses a preparation which sho has 
not had analyzed by a reputable chem- 
ist, and when sending an order for any 
soaps, creams or powder always adds, 
"Please omit scent. " This care and deli- 
cate consideration for her complexion 
explain why tho famous diva still re- 
tains her fresh and youthful appearauco 
and probably will do so for many years 
to come. Sho considers it worth her 
wdiilo to use care and tho best prepara- 
tions to be obtained. And she thorough- 
ly understands that if sho were to tako 
excellent can* of her face for a week and 
then neglect it for several days, after tho 
fashion of hor less beautiful sisters, sho 
would loso tho effect of all hor labor. 

Under the delusive and much abused 
name of "facial massage" many spe- 
cialists have treated their patients most 
unfairly by rubbing, pinching and 
twisting the delicate tissues of tho faco 
with no regard for their natural condi- 
tion. Nothing but disappointment aud 
disaster could follow such treatment, 
and while not wishing to arrogate to 
myself the possession of the only good 
treatment for complexion that is to bo 
obtained I would carefully warn ladies 
against employing facial specialists

whoso methods and preparations cannot 
bo subjected to tho test of reason and 
analysis. A good complexion may bo 
ruined in a short timo by illegitimate 
methods of treatment; a poor complex- 
ion has nothing to gain from it. 

Tho importance) of facial treatment 
and personal caro of tho complexion is 
rogarded with increasing favor by ladies 
of all classes, and tho sentiment winch 
onco provailedof a eortain contempt for 
thoso who, while carefully -withstanding 
tho encroaclunonts of timo in other direc- 
tions, foared to merit criticism by atten- 
tion to tho faco is largely a thing of tho 
past. A good woman's influence is in- 
creased by .an attractive appearance, as 
ovory ono knows, and a fine, clear, 
smooth skin is ono of tho chiefest beau- 
ties of a woman's face.

San Francisco, April 2G — Thia is the 
great day of the Odd Fellows' jubilee, which 
tho ordor has bceu celobratiug in this city 
since Monday last. Tho grand parade in 
regalia took placo this morning, and the ex- 
orcises of tho day wero held at the expo- 
sition grounds this afternoon, followed by a 
grand prize drill of tho Patriarchs 
Militant for a silver trophy. Tho 
skies wero overcast during the early 
hours of tho morning, and shortly 
after tho procession started for tho exposi- 
tion groundB a light roin commenced to fall. 
The column waa in five divisions, under 
command of George H. Black, with J. W. 
Harris as chief, and despite- the unpleasant 
weather mado an imposing demonstration. 
It moved cut of Golden Gate avenuo to tho 
park, where it was joined by the Rebekah 
Degree lodges, communded by Mrs. Carrio 
Warner, und trio two bodies marohod into 
the »xposir.ioD grounds together. 

Tho attendance at the fair grounds was 
<oocl but not so gnod as it would have been 
luid it. Often a pleasant day. The procession 
passed around tho grand court ut the fair 
urouudH to Festival Hall, where tho exer- 
oisee were hf;ld. The capacity of the hall 
was taxed to accommodate tho Odd Fellows 
and other visitors. Tho exercises opened 
with an address of welcomo by Director 
d« Yoong. This was rospouded to by 
Grand Patriarch L. W. S. Downs, who said 
complimentary things of tho Fair and its 
munnffement, und expressed tho apprecia- 
tion ot tho members of his order at tho re- 
ception extonded to them. The Grand 
Patriarch was followed by Governor Mark- 
hum and Grand Master J. F. Thompson, 
aud there was music by Cassasia's band. 
r\ftor tho exercises there was a prizo drill 
by ths Patriarchs Militant, followed by a 
dress parade. 

To-day all over tho continent was speci- 
ally observed, for tho million members of tho 
order in North America are celebrating the 
aeventy-fifth anniversary of tho foundation 
of the society by that notable Englishman, 
Thomas Wildey, the carriage) spring maker, 
who organized the first lodge in Baltimore 
75 years ugo. The growth of this society iu 
America is startling. It is probable that 
the growth of the order iu tho United States 
far exceeds tho most sanguino hopes of 
Thomas Wildoy, although it is said 
that his enthusiasm was coutugious, 
and that he was a boru organ- 
izer. Ho certainly must have been 
or else some very fortunate circumstances 
have attended the growth of the order of 
which ho was tho founder in America, for 
there are more persons joining it to-day 
than ever btfore in its history. Maooachu- 
setts alouo has nearly 00,000 members, 
5,000 of whom joined during the past year, 
and many other States in tho Union had 
fully as many to their credit last year. Tho 
new Stato of Washington has already 
noarly a membership of 15.000. The order 
appears to have its greatest growth in the 
North and West, and tho men who join it 
cannot bo called tho wealthy claes ; they 
represent, rather, the bone and sinew of the 
country, tho great middle c.'ass of business 
men, mechanics und urticans. 

The real estate held by this organization 
probably exceeds $20,000, 0U0 in valuo and 
there is scarcely a town in the country which 
has not its Odd Fellows' building. In many 
of the cities these are Immense structures 
and show keeu business instinct in their lo- 
cation und construction, for they usually re- 
present u paying investment, with tho ex- 
ception of the homes und hospitals, which 
are maintained for unfortunate members and 
their wives and families at the expense of 
State jurisdictions. Tho total revenue of 
fhe order for the past year was §8,609,130 - 
93 anu the total relief extended v, us §3,350,- 
406.8-1. 

American Odd Fellowship, or what is 
kilowu aa tho I. O. O. F., sprang from what 
in tow known as tho Manchester Unity, the 
English Order of Odd Fellows. When the 
order was originally started in England it 
was more iu tho interests of a "jolly good 
time " with jolly good fellows, who swapped 
stories on a Satuiday night. Undoubtedly 
tho lodges wero u necessity of the period. 
During the latter part of the last century, 
however, in England many of those who 
had been initiated into the then languishing 
Odd Fellows' lodges perceived in them tho 
germs of a nobler institution, lm; it was not 
until 1813 that their ideas took defi- 
nite thapo. In that year a convention waa 
h'dd at Manchester, England, and several 
lodges forrnully seceded and formed the 
" Independent Order of Odd Fellows, Man- 
chester Unity, Friendly Society." Tho men 
at tho head of tho new order wero earnest, 
active and intelligent, and by dint of bard 
work und wise legislation they laid the 
foundation of what is now a flourishing so- 
ciety, to which a number of lodges iu this 
country at the present day owe thoir allegi- 
ance. 

Tho entire body of American Odd Follows 
wero allied more or lees closely to this or- 
ganization until 1843, when nearly all tho 
lodges severed their connection with it and 
called themsolves the " Independent Order 
of Odd Fellows." Thomas Wildey has 
been called tho " founder and futhcr " 
of American Odd Fellowship, and his 
history ia really the history of 
the rise of the order in America. 
Through his efforts the first lodge of Odd 
Fellowa was instituted April 20, 181D, at 
tho Soven Stars tavern, und was called 
Washington lodge No. 1. Soon after this 
Wildey met the man who shaped his crude 
nesa, directed his energy and dcvoloped hia 
qualities of leadorehip — tho man to whom 
tho order of Odd Follows owes fully as 
much if not more than it does to Thomas 
Wildey. That man was James L. Ridgoly, 
tho counterpart aud complement of Wildoy. 

Ridgely was a native Atnorican, who was 
born and bred in cultivated circles. He 
waa educated und refined, und iu all re 
epects, apparently, tho opposite of Wildey. 
At an early age ho was u member of tho 
civic council of Baltimore, a member of 
tho house of delegates, registrar of wills, 
president of tho board of education, and 
practically the founder of the present echool 
system of Baltimore He was a lawyer of 
standing aud was appointed collector of rov- 
onuo under Lincoln, which position ho re 
tainod under Johnson. 

Tho Grand Lodge was, called tho "Grand 
Lodgo of Maryland and thn U. S. Independ- 
ent Order of Odd Fellows," and worked un- 
der that title until 1825, when it wus chang- 
ed to the " Grand Lodge of tho United 
States " In 18/8 the name was changed to 
"Tho Grand Lodgo of tho LOO P.," end 
in 187!) the present title of " Tho Sovereign 
Grand Lodge of the I. 0. O. F." was adopt- 
ed, Thia lodge grants charters to Stato 



grand lodges and they in turn institute sub- 
ordinate lodges. Tho Massachusetts grand 
lodgo wus organized Juno 11, 1S23. The 
New York grand lodgo was inatitutcd dur- 
ing the same month und Pennsylvania lodgo 
waa also started the nunio month, all by 
Thomas Wildey. There were a few subor- 
dinate lodges shattered by these 
grand lodges during tho next two 
youiB, but in February, 1825, they were 
but nine lodges, with lens than 500 members, 
iu tho United States. Iu 1830 tho number 
of subordinate lodges bed increased from 
nine to fifty-eight. In 1800 tho unr.uul 
se«c:cn of the order wau hold in San Fran- 
cisco, and tho representatives, from nearly 
every Eastern State, were iho first to ride 
as an organized body across the continent 
by rail. On April 2 of tho same year the 
semi-centennial of Odd Fellowship was cele- 
brated in tho city of Philadelphia with 
appropriate ceremonies at the Acudomy of 
Musio, aud by a most imposing proceesion 
of the brotherhood, numbering not loss than 
30,000 members and forming a continuous 
lino not less than ten miles in length. 

Tho encampment, or militant, brunch 
has become an important factor in tho 
order. Prior to 1827 it was unknown, but 
on Muy 15 of that yearn charter was grant- 
ed to " Encampment lodgo No. 1," in Mary- 
land. Thia wus soon after known as tbo 
" Eacampment of Patriarchs." In 1870 it 
wus voted by tho sovereign grand lodgo that 
the members of tho eucumpmonts should 
wour a diatiuct uniform in all stroet par- 
ades, and in 1880 the uniformed degreo was 
instituted. In 1885 tho nama " patriareha 
militant" was substituted for tho "uni- 
formed degree," und ita members weru 
crlled "chevaliers." In 18SS tho patri- 
archs militant e8tabIishod an army 
hoadquartera at Chicago with a lieutenant 
gonoral at its head. This headquarters was 
abolished at tho last session of tlio sovereign 
grand lodgo as a expensive luxury, and the 
power ia now vested in tho grand siro of tho 
Boveroigu grand lodgo as supreme comman- 
der, and each state jurisdiction regulut.es its 
own affairs. 

Tho "canton" is tho unit of organiza- 
tion of this military degree. To bo eligible 
brother must bo a patriarch of tho royal 
purple degree. There are now about 3,000 
encampments, with nearly 150,000 membors 
and 500 cantons with about 7">,000 members 
for chevaliers. 

In 1851 tho degreo of Rebekah was insti- 
tuted and the wives of Odd Fellows who wero 
in good standing and had attained thoscarlet, 
or third degree, wero eligible On Soptomber 
25, 1808, it waa voted at the annual session 
r.o authorize and empower the grand lodges 
to inetiUUo degreo lodges to the Daughters 
of Rebekah within their territorial limit; 
and that they might confer tho degreo of 
Rebekah on scarlet members and their wives 
and also upon widows of Odd Fellows, 
bother or not scarlet degree members. All 
degreo lodges wero to consist of at least 10 
members, five of each Bex. Thiahuosinco been 
altered und tivo members are ull that ia now 
necesaary. Five years later, 1873, it was 
voted to admit daughters (over 18 yeaia of 
age) of scarlet degree membors in good 
standing, und also the daughters of members 
who died in good standing. In 1880 unmar- 
ried aiBtera of Odd Fellows of the degree of 
tho Truth, if they wero 18 years of ago and 
white women, wero mado eligible There 
aro now over 2,000 lodges of the degree of 
Rebekah, with a membership of nearly 100,- 
000, all laboring faithfully for the success of 
this important auxiliary of the order.
